Plant Trees For 
anville Men Who 
Died During War 


Kiwanis to Mark Each Tree 


at Memorial Mansion Fol- 
lowing Armistice 
Ceremony. 


Day 


One of the features of the celebra- 


tion of Armistice day on November 
J1 will be the planting of sugar4 maple 
trees by the Danville Kiwanis. one for 
each Danville man who died in bat- 
tle or from illness contracted while in 
the service. Plans for this event were 
outlined today by C. T. Eldridge. 
chairman of a committee which has 
in hand arrangements for the 
me- 


morializing of the soldier dead. It is 
proposed nt 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
to have this special ceremony at the 
Memorial park whore 23 trees of uni- 
form size will be planted, each one, 
at a later date to have at its foot the 


, name of the soldier for whom it is 
planted. 


It is proposed to plant the trees 
at an even distance around the quad- 
rangle, that is to say between the side- 
walks und the Memorial property on 
all four sides. 
The trees thereafter 


will be maintained and properly cared 
for by the city authorities who have 
charge of the Memorial property. 


Soldiers ana relatives will be pres- 


ent at this unique and striking method 
of commemorating those who gave 
their 
lives to 
the- 
country. 
The 


Kiwanis themselves will plant the 
trees in holes dag for them and while 
each tree is being put to earth. Frank 
Talbott. president of the organization 
will pronounce a eulogy for each of 
the men. 
Soon after the trees are 


planted permanent brass markers will. 
'be placed at the 
foot 
of each tree 


showing in whose name it stands. 


Mr. Eldridge in submitting the list 


. ;of names for whom the trees will be 
'planted emphasized the desire of the 
:Klwanis not to overlook any man who 
'died and he asked that any person on 
scanning the appended list and find- 
ing that a name 
has been omitted, 


communicate with him at once in or- 
der that additional trees may be se- 
cured. While efforts have been made 
not to miss any name, it is possible 


• that there may be some oversight not 
apparent at the present time ami the 
organization is extremely anxious to 
have tile roster full and complete.

WINCHESTER. Va., Oct. 30.—Lo-

us that if we could . to get him to a 
hosipit&l as he was likely to die. We 
made arrangements arid ha3 him re- 
moved to Danville on the train ;hat 
left Chatham about 10:08 p. m. Dr. 
Julian Robertson met us at the Gen- 
eral Hospital and after examine the 
patient and consultation with an ac- 
companing doctor, he informe.l "us 
that he thought that there was a clot 
on the brain, possibly cause- .} by in- 
tense excitement.

Strict Speed Law 


On New Road 


That the North Carolina authori- 


ties propose to enforce the speed limit 
on the newly opened stretch of con- 
crete road between Stokesland and 
Ruffin, N. C., has already been 'made 
clear. The speed limit in North Caro- 
lina is 25 miles an hour and those who 
feel tempted to "open her up" on the 
new smooth road will do so at the 
peril of being arrested and fined. This 
decision was made clear to motorist* 
who enquired the speed limit of the 
constable at Pelham for safety's sake. 
The authorities of Pelham. propose to 
have officers on the road on Sunday 
when it is expected to be used moat 
and- will endeavor to curb speeding at 
the outset in order to prevent injury *• 
and possibly death.
